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For years now groups of people 
have gathered on the average of once 
a month fo watch high powered “lawn 
mowers’ running around the dirt and 


sealed tracks in Altona. 


The _high-action 
sport. of Go-Karting 
is one which has pro- 
vided endless hours 
of entertainment .and 
competition for 
many, particularly 
those who have band- 
ed together under the 
name of the Altona 
Karting -Club. 

Our picture, left, 
shows Jeff Balding of 
Altona, trailing to 
Jock Maddox, an- 
other enthusiast, in a 
recent event. 

Speeds of up to 65 
miles an hour seem 
pretty fast when one is 
so near to the ground. 
Go-Karting develop- 
ed as a sport in the 
late fifties and early 
sixties, and had hund- 
reds if not thousands 
of supporters. 

In later years inter- 
est waned until only 
the racers and their 
immediate families, the 
true enthusiasts, were 
left. 

The Aliona Club was 
formed in 1960, due to 
the combined efforts of 
three men. 

Mr. Eric Wilson, Mr. 
Don Luxford and the 
late Mr. Alan Rule. 

Later, in 1966 they 
were joined by Jeff 
Balding, who later be- 
came secretary, presid- 
ent and delegate to the 
Victorian Karting As- 
sociation. 

4 Mr. Balding, one of 
the club’s keenest 
competitors, spoke this 
week of the changes in 
karting and of his in- 
terest in karting as a 
sport. 

He recalled, “In the 
old days we raced on 
what is now _ that 
Metropolitan Board of 
Works sewerage farm.

“The karts  them- 
selves were hornet 
framed, powered by 


Victa motor mower en- 
gines or 200 cc Villiers 
engines. 

“They were virtually 
flying bedsteads.” 

He said, “At that 
Stage we hadn't de- 
veloped good steering 
systems, brakes = or 
found the right sort of 
tyres. 

“When a driver 
came to a corner he 
turned his wheel and 
the kart would seem 
not to answer, but 
luckily it did usually. 

“The tyres were 
Australian made and 
solid, they didn’t have 
the cornering ability of 
modern imported 
tyres,” he said.

pensive since then. - 

Mr. Balding said the 
newcomer to the sport 
could spend $150 to 
$300 buying a second- 
hand kart ‘and would 
have tobe prepared to 
spend about $10 a 
week on parts and up- 
keep.
